Commerce Graduate Association Fee 


It was moved and seconded (Martin, Daniel) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the Commerce Graduate Association fee be increased from $5 a year to 
$10 a year in order to provide for publication of the MBA profile book. 


Establishment of an Audit Committee 
It was moved and seconded (Martin, Bourgault) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


1. THAT an Audit Committee be established having the mandate and membership

Replacement for Dr. Daniel on the Board of CRIM 
It was moved and seconded (Daniel, Burns) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT Prof. R. De Mori, Chairman-designate of the Department of Computer 
Science, replace Dr. John Daniel as a member of the Board of Directors of 
the Centre de Recherches Informatiques de Montréal effective June 1, 1984. 


Loyola Past Service 


It was moved and seconded (Fisher, Hoecker-Drysdale) and RESOLVED: 


1. THAT the Pension Plan for Employees of Concordia University be amended as o 
and from January 1, 1984, in such a way that any member who retired 
prior to January 1, 1984, and any member who retires in 1984, and in the 
four subsequent years, shall receive 100% of the past service pension 
adjustment described in Section X of the plan document, instead of the 40% 
heretofore provided. 


The Committee reaffirms its commitment to move to 100% for ail affected 
members as a top priority. To this end, any surplus earned on an annual 
basis will be used to reduce the differential in future years. If it is unable to 
do so by the end of the above period, it strongly recommends to the Board 
to arrange for financing of the differential by other means. The Benefits 


Committee will also continue to review, annually, the actuarial evaluation 
of the fund and report to the Board of Governors. 


2.THAT effective June I, 1994, an ad hoc pension supplement of 8.5% be paid to 
those members of the pension plan who retired prior to January 1, 1982. 
For those members who retired after January 7, 1982, a pro-rated amount 
of the supplement should be paid. 


3. THAT any ad hoe supplements will be continued in the same way and to the same 
extent as the basic pension benefit. 


Mr. Fisher was asked whether these changes involve former employees of Sir George 
Williams University and it was explained that some non-Faculty members of Sir George 
Williams who could not join the plan before the merger are now included among those 
whose pensions are being readjusted. 


VOTE: 24 in favour, | against. 


Ratification of the Portfolio of Vice-Rector, Academic 


It was moved and seconded (Daniel, Gervais) and RESOLVED: 
THAT the Board of Governors: 


(a) ratify its decision of December 17, 1981 with respect to the portfolio of Vice-Rector, 
Academic; 


(b) approve the reporting of all four Faculties, continuing education and research to 
the Vice-Rector, Academic as set out in BG-84-6-D29. 


A question was asked about the portfolio of the third Vice-Rector, (neither Finance nor 
Academic). Dr. Kenniff replied that the details of the portfolio, not needed for the 
resolution of the present motion, would be worked out in the future. Concerning the 


person responsible for research, he referred to statements in BG-84-6-D29. 
VOTE: 21 in favour, 2 abstentions. 

Establishment of an Advisory Search Committee for Vice-Rector, Academic 
It was moved and seconded (Daniel, Burns): 


THAT the Board of Governors establish an Advisory Search Committee for the 
position of Vice-Rector, Academic, and approve the composition of the 


Advisory Search Committee as set out in the document "Advisory Search 
Committee: Vice-Rector, Academic" (PC-84-5-DI7). 


Amendment: It was moved and seconded (Sankar, Lashley) 


THAT the composition of the Advisory Search Committee be changed to delete: "5 
Faculty members nominated by Senate, two from the Faculty of Arts and 
Science and one from each of the other Faculties" and substitute "5 Faculty 
members nominated through election by Faculty members from their 
respective Faculties"; nominations be made by May 29 so that the elections 
be completed by June 20; the names of the nominees must be submitted to 
the Secretary of the Board by June 20. 


Sub-amendment: It was moved and seconded (Hoecker-Drysdale Hogben): 

THAT the amendment be changed by deleting 115 Faculty members" and 
substituting "6 Faculty members" and by adding after the words "their 
respective Faculties;" the words "3 from the Arts and Science Faculty with 
one from each division and one from each of the other Faculties. The Arts 
and Science Faculty nominees axe to be chosen by the method used for the 
election of the 3 present members of the Board of Governors". 

VOTE, sub-amendment, PASSED: 11 pro, 4 contra, 6 abstentions 

VOTE, amendment, PASSED: 13 pro, 2 contra, 6 abstentions. 

VOTE, motion, PASSED: 20 in favour, 1 opposed
